Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 6-12 and 14-15 are allowed. 

The following Is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter for claims 6-1 1 : 3-(3-chloro-4-hydroxy-benzyl)-6-mercaptomethyl-piperazine-2,5, 
dione was not found in the prior art. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter for claims 12, 14 and 15: a method for raising antibodies to 3-chlorotyrosine 
using an antigen formed by covalently linking N-acetyl-3-chlorotyrosine, or N-acetyl-3,5- 
dichlorotyrosine to a carrier protein was not found in the prior art.
